Dilip  K.  Basu  is  Founding  Director  of  the 
Satyajit  Ray  Film  and  Study  Center  and 
Associate  Professor  of  History  at  University 
of  California,  Santa  Cruz,  where  he  teaches 
Chinese  and  Indian  history  Dilip  K.  Basu 
took  his  PhD  at  UC  Berkeley  The  Archives 
and  Study  Center  on  Satyajit  Ray  (satyajitray 
.ucsc.edu)  is  now  in  its  fifteenth  year  at  UC 
Santa  Cruz.  He  also  worked  to  establish  an  innovative,  culturally 
focused  South  Asia  Studies  Center  at  UC  Santa  Cruz.  Professor 
Basu  had  a moderate  role  in  the  international  effort  that  led  to 
the  Lifetime  Achievement  Special  Oscar  awarded  to  Satyajit 
Ray  in  1992.  With  an  initial  grant  from  the  Academy  of  Motion 
Pictures  Archives,  Basu  organized  the  Ray  Archives  at  UCSC  and 
the  Ray  Society  in  Calcutta.  Basu  coordinates  the  restoration  and 
preservation  of  Ray  s films  at  the  Academy  of  Motion  Pictures 
Archives  in  Los  Angeles.

aSanthi  Kavuri-Bauer  is  Assistant  Professor 
of  Art  History  in  the  College  of  Creative 
Arts  at  San  Francisco  State  University.  Her

Joanna  Mack  began  her  pursuit  of  Classical 
North  Indian  Music  in  1997.  While  studying 
Neuroscience  at  UCSD,  she  attended  a Classical 
Indian  Music  class  with  sitar  virtuoso  Kartik 
Seshadri,  a senior  disciple  of  Pandit  Ravi 
Shankar  of  the  Maihar  Gharana.  She  had  been 
involved  in  Western  music  since  childhood  but 
was  immediately  drawn  to  Indian  music.  She 
abandoned  her  plan  for  medical  school  and  devoted  herself  to 
Indian  Classical  Music.  Kartikji  recommended  her  to  Pandit 
Deepak  Choudhuri,  another  senior  disciple  of  Pandit  Ravi 
Shankar.  That  year,  Joanna  traveled  to  India  where  she  studied 
under  him  through  2005.  Joanna  then  returned  to  the  United 
States,  promising  Deepakji  that  she  would  continue  her  studies  and 
pass  on  the  values  and  ideas  of  the  Maihar  Gharana.  She  teaches 
private  and  group  classes  and  performs  in  a variety  of  venues.  She 
continues  her  studies  with  classes  under  Ustad  Ali  Akbar  Khan 
at  the  Ali  Akbar  College  of  Music  and  is  under  the  guidance  of 
Maestro  Kartik  Seshadri.

He  teaches  and 
writes  about  modernist  and  contemporary  English  literature 
from  Britain  and  its  former  colonies.  He  is  the  author  of  a novel, 
Silverfish  (HarperCollins  India,  2007),  several  essays  and  reviews 
in  academic  and  mainstream  publications,  and  a forthcoming  book 
on  the  political  and  aesthetic  significance  of  an  interrelated  group 
of  motifs  - banality,  boredom,  the  everyday  and  the  mundane, 
in  writing  from  Ireland,  New  Zealand,  South  Africa  and  India, 
ranging  from  the  late-nineteenth  century  to  the  present  day. 


Dard  Neuman,  Kamil  andTalat  Hasan  Endowed 
Chair  in  Classical  Indian  Music  at  University 
of  California  Santa  Cruz,  specializes  in  North 
Indian  Classical  music  and  is  traditionally  trained 
as  a performer  on  the  sitar.  As  an  anthropologist- 
ethnomusicologist  he  is  interested  in  colonialism, 
nationalism,  and  technology  and  performance.

Alexander  conquered  the  vast  Persian  Empire  and  founded  Alexandria  before  dying  in  his 
33rd  year  in  323  BCE.
